The  adjusted  birth  rate  has  shown  a  decrease  being  IB. 3 
compared  »vith  18.7  for  the  previous  year.  There  were  125 
births  -  the  same  number  as  in  1963. 

I  have  to  reoort  thmt  there  was  one  death  of  a  child  under 
the  age  of  one  year.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles. 
Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notifed.  There  were 
no  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis.
